BRITISH United 
Trawlers’ Ross Revenge 
set a new national wet 
fish grossing record at 
Grimsby on Thursday 
last week with a 3, 179- 
catch which sold for a 
staggering £75,597 
after a 21-day trip to 
Iceland. It was the 
second time in 48 hours 
that the Grimsby port 
record has fallen to a 
BUT trawler, as Ross 
Ramillies (Skipper Ed- 
die St. Pierre) smashed 
the old record, which 
had stood for 2^ years, 
with £64,854- (Fishing 
News, August 27). 

Skipper Johnny Mead- 
ows in Ross Revenge 
brushed the old standard 
aside and, in doing so, 
recaptured for Grimsby 
the national record after 
a long Bpell across the 
Humber with the Hull 
fleet.

Skipper Bill Brettell in the 
Newington stern fisher Ham- 
mond Innes with £73,198 
from a 24-day Norway coaet 
trip of 4,499 kitB, set in 
February 1974. 

Robs Revenge was built at 
Bremerhaven in 1960 for 
Icelandic owners as Frevr, 
but was bought by Robb 
Croup in 1963. At 222 ft. and 
9/8 tons, she is the largest 
ode fishing trawler in the 
British wet fish fleet.

THE crawfish, or spiny 
lobster, is one of the 
least well known of our 
shellfish. 

!t can be found on the rug- 
ged seabed off the Bouth-west 
cmwt of Britain, the south 
and west coasts of Ireland, as 
well as In the Mediterranean, 

Me Channel Islands and oft 
Me Atlantic coasts of Fiance, 
Spain and Portugal. There 
are also small stocks off the 
west coasts of Scotland and 
Norway. 

Corniahmen fishing out of 
ports Like Newlyn and St. 
Ives make a fair living from 
crawfish, using potB and 
tangle nets to catch them. 

v. ou used to be able to dive 
fur them in the shallower in- 
shore waters, but now they 
have disappeared into the 
deeper water offshore, 
sometimes 15-20 miles out 
hum the Cornish coast. 

Most of the catches are 
large, weighing something like 
4-6 lb. each. It is very rare to 
catch a small crawfish aa no- 
one seems to know where the 
"nurseries” lio. 

Crawfish are often called 
"hornfish" because of the 
beaks, or ‘hornB\ on theiT 
heads. 

They don’t have large 
claws like lobBterB, iust a 
normal-sized pair of legs in 
their place.

The mature 
females have a peak moulting 
period during July or August; 
males moult much earlier in 
the year and more often than 
the females, therefore, they 



grow larger. 

Old fishermen tell tall tales 
ubout the breeding antics of 
the crawfish after they have 
moulted in the summer. They 
say that the male sits on a 
rock and charms the females 
into a “harem” all around 
him: then he mates with each 
one in turn. Divers have 
reported seeing this happen.

The problem first reared its 
head when Belgian beam 
trawlers working in the North 
dea Landed boxes of crab 
claws at Urimsby. The North- 
Eastern Sea Fisheries Com- 
mittee coinpalined that, if 
this practice grew more pop- 
ular, it could eventually 
affect the crab catches along 
the Yorkshire coast,
